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Wang Labs Opts For More 
Acreage, Fewer Problems 
In West Andover Area 


Wang Laboratories, the Merrimack 
Valley based computer firm, has opted for 
a larger parcel of Andover industrial land 
with less encumbrances, for future 
development. 

The company has cancelled its agree- 
ment with owners of 106 acres of in- 
dustrial land off River Road in back of the 
vocational school and now has an option of 
130 acres of property in the Andover Tech 
Park, across Route 93 from the GCA 
building under construction. 

Wang officials made the decision follow- 
ing a review of its attempts to gain access 
to the Landover-Doyle Acreage behind the 
Voke School site. The company recently 
went before the zoning board of appeals 
seeking permission to build an access road 
and following a hearing in March, has 
decided to withdraw its petition. 

The new site, owned by Arkwright- 
Boston Insurance Co., is larger, allows the 
company more planning versatility and 
has no legal or other encumbances. 

John Lefebvre, a spokesman for Wang 
Labs, said Wednesday, the company has

until May 1 to exercise the option on the 
130-acre Arkwright-Boston site in the 
southeast quadrant and a closing date of 
July 15. 

The property has no problems, has 
utilities and proper zoning for the com- 
pany to go forward with its planning. 

The change in site could possibly alter 
Wang’s Andover plans, although not 
necessarily accelerate them. 

Originally the company planned to 
locate in Andover sometime during the 
next five years, witha half-million square 
foot building and employ up to 1,000 peo- 
ple. 

With the larger site, engineering studies 
will be made of the property and fitted in 
with the long range planning of the com- 
pany. 

Development will be part of an overall 
phased construction planning process. 
Wang is now in the process of developing a 
300,000 square foot building in the Lowell 
Industrial Park. Andover planning will 
probably be next. 

Lefebvre said that the decision to re- 


main in Andover was due primarily to the 
co-operation and assistance the company 
received from local officials including the 
industrial development commission, town 
manager and selectmen. 

He also said the company could unders- 
tand the zoning board of appeals concerns 
about traffic flow and other problems in- 
herent in approving an access road into 
the Landover-Doyle property off River 
Road. 

Lefebvre and Atty. Edward Grayson are 
expected to meet with the Industrial 
Development Commission Monday at 7 
p.m. in Memorial Hall Library to further 
explain Wang’s plans. 

Meanwhile the Industrial Development 
Finance Authority will withdraw approval 
for Wang’s application for $10 million in 
industrial revenue bonds, only because the 
approval was granted for the Landover 
site. Reapplication can be made for the 
new Tech Park property, Dr. Lawrence S. 
Spiegal, chairman of the IDFA said this 
week.

School Committee Approves 
8.08% School Budget Hike 


With a salary budget finally in hand, the 
school committee made a few more cuts 
in expenses Tuesday night, and settled on 
an overall budget for 1980-81 of $13,010,000, 
or a respectable 8.08 percent increase over 
this year’s appropriations. 

The committee last week okayed on first 
pass salaries tallying $9,640,000 — only a 
2.2 percent increase despite the fact that it 
includes increases of about six percent 
across the board plus a 1.5 percent in track 
and step hikes for salaried employees. 

‘Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert explained the 
discrepancy in salary percentages this 
way: 

They started with the $9,255,000 they will 
end up spending on salaries this year 
(somewhat less than the $9,430,000 that 
had been appropriated) for hoth salaried 
employees’ and non-anit employees.

To this year’s expenditures they added 
7.5 percent for salaried employees, plus 
$415,000 for non-unit group, for a new total 
of $9,871,000. (They reduced non-unit pay 
from $458,000 to $415,000 by cutting 
allotments for overtime, substitutes, in- 
service and the like.) 

Then they subtracted $101,000 saved by 
the closing of Doherty School and declin- 
ing enrollments (about five teachers all 
told) and another $130,000 for outages and 
other contingencies, to get a new figure of 
$9,640,000 or the 2.2 percent increase. 
(Outages occur when people retire or 
resign at a higher salary than their 
replacements. ) 

The new total still includes new 
maintenance ae accounting positions and 
@ new youth adviagr. 


. +Sinee salaries represent almost, three-, 


quarters of school costs, that low percen- 
tage increase brings their whopping 30 
percent increase in anticipated expenses 
more into line. 

Seifert noted once again Tuesday night 
that more than 40 percent of the increases 
in expenses for next year are in fuel, elec- 
tricity and transportation (primarily the

the selectmen last week voted un- 
animously to put a $15,000 limit on town 


support of the elderly and handicapped” 


transportation program (article 11 in the 
town meeting warrant), and to contract 
for the service with the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transportation Authority for one 
year only. 

Under the terms of the amendment to 
article 11 recommended by the Finance 
Committee, the town would also have the 
option to terminate or make changes in 
the MVRTA contract with not more than 
60 days notice. 

The Finance Committee developed the 
amendment because it has been “quite 
disturbed with the looseness of the way the 
transportation program has been run,” 
Marden said. 

Marden explained that there were two 
reasons for limiting the service to one 
year: ‘‘First, it will let us analyze the need 
for the service in a year, to know what we 
need and what it costs,’’ Marden said. 

“And second, it will force a review of all 
the alternatives at (next year’s) town 
meeting, so that we can decide if this is 
the best way to offer elderly and han- 
dicapped transportation,’ she continued. 

Marden added that the selectmen could 
opt to give “blanket approval” to the 
transportation program at the end of the 
year, with only one more review required 
after another year of service. 


Vanities 
Closes The 


Season 


The Merrimack Regional Theatre an- 
nounces that Vanities, this season’s final 
production, will open April 8.

The Finance Committee chose the $15,- 
000 figure as a way to ‘‘define the kind of 
service town meeting would be authoriz- 
ing (by voting in favor of article 11),” 
Marden explained. 

The FinCom felt it would be better to 
limit funding than to dictate the number of 
buses the service should include, or what 
hours and days it should run, Marden said. 

Such restrictions ‘‘would allow no flex- 
ibility for the program to meet schedule- 
ing needs during the year,”’ she said. ‘We 
didn’t want to lock them into anything, but 
we also did not want the service to expand 
out of control.”’ 

The limited budget should provide the 
transportation program with “an incen- 
tive to make the service more efficient,”’ 
said Marden. ‘‘For instance, on days when 
there is no school, and therefore no hot 
lunch served to the elderly, ridership is 
very low. And at a cost of $213 per day, it 
is not worth it to provide service on those 
days.”’ 

However, selectman James Abramson 
wondered if the $15,000 amendment might 
not be ‘‘cutting it too close. I don’t want to 
cut it to the penny,” he said. 

“It’s tight, but I don’t think it’s too 
close,’ Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
replied. ‘‘If the cost rises above $15,000 
that would be cause for a review of the 
service — not necessarily the cutting of 
the service.”’ 

Marden added that MVRTA would 
“revise the figures upward if necessary.’’ 

After the selectmen’s unanimous vote to 
accept the FinCom amendment, Abram- 
son said he was ‘‘willing to go along with 
this, but I just don’t want services to be 
cut to less than this.” 

Chairman Edward Harris agreed: ‘‘I 
don’t want to leave these people (the 
elderly) out,” he said. ‘‘After all, I fit in 
here.”’

Local builders were vehemently op- 
posed to them, the town manager and 
director of Community Planning and 
Development recommended they be 
withdrawn from the warrant, and last 
Wednesday, the selectmen voted un- 
animously to pull their gravel removal ar- 
ticles 34, 35 and 36, from the warrant. 

The selectmen will further recommend 
that the residents who inserted the 
related private articles 37 and 38 withdraw 
those articles as well. 

‘“T have no problem with shelving (the 
articles) for future consideration,’’ said 
selectman Susan Poore, explaining the 
board did not have ‘‘a lot of broad-based 
feedback’’ when it developed the proposed 
amendments to the gravel removal zoning 
bylaws. 

If the residents who inserted articles 37 
and 38 choose not to withdraw those ar- 
ticles, the selectmen ‘‘would have to speak 
against their position on the floor of town 
meeting,’ Poore said. 

The articles would restrict commercial 
gravel operations to industrial zones only ; 
with a general permit from the selectmen 
required. 

Under section 1.2 of article 36, dealing 
with earth material removal incidental to 
development and construction, the amount 
to be removed from one lot would be 
limited to 500 cubic yards, with the ap- 
proval of the planning board. 

The article would further require a per- 
mit from the building inspector for the 
removal of more than 50 cubic yards per 
lot per year. 

According to Director of Community 
Planning and Development Rhys Kear, 
the intent of the articles was to prevent 
gravel pits from springing up in residen- 
tial areas, and to ‘“‘reduce the amount of 
material being removed (from residential 
areas) and retain the existing topography 
of the community.” 

However, Poore, who was involved in 
drawing up the bylaw, said it was ‘‘ad- 
mittedly hastily prepared,” and added 
that she was “not too tickled’ with the 
result. 

Selectman James Abramson said the 
board had ‘‘missed the mark” with the 
proposed bylaw as it is written. “This 
board is on record as opposed to commer- 
cial gravel pits in residential zones,”’ he 
said. ‘‘But as this stands, everyone who 
wanted to build a swimming pool or a ten- 
nis court would have to get a gravel 
removal permit, and I think that’s ab- 
surd.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
recommended that the articles be 
withdrawn because, if commercial gravel 
removal operations were restricted to the 
town’s two industrial zones, ‘‘that would 
prohibit the selectmen from considering 
those operations (for their approval).’’ 

Clark added that it is ‘sometimes 
necessary and desirable”’ to allow gravel 
removal in residential areas. 

Kear also recommended that the

New Gravel Pit Laws 
To Be Withdrawn | 


selectmen withdraw their articles. 

Local builder Doug Mifflin of Mifflin 
and Fogarty, Inc., told the selectmen area 
builders felt ‘‘slighted’’ because last year 
they were promised they would have “an 
input” into the development of the ar- 
ticles. 

“We have had zero input,’’ Mifflin said, 
‘and these articles should be withdrawn 
until we do.”’ 

Builders turned out more than 50 strong 
to protest the articles at a public hearing 
before the planning board last Tuesday 
night. 

Bill Gurry of 131 Main St. said the bylaw 
would, in effect, ‘‘put a moratorium on 
building in Andover.”’ 

The bylaw would hurt the town’s 
economy, argued Bill MacLeod of An- 
dover Consultants. ‘‘Nobody likes a gravel 
pit in their backyard,’ MacLeod said, 
“but you’ve got to look at the impact of 
this on the town as a whole. 

“There is only so much industrial land 
left in town,’’ MacLeod continued, ‘“‘and 
not all of it is good for gravel.’’ Gravel and 
loom would have to be brought in from 
outside of town to build new roads and ac- 
complish the town’s master sewer plan, he 
said, ‘‘and the additional cost would be 
phenomenal.” 

Atty. Reginald Marden, representing 
the Builder’s Association, added that the 
500 cubic yard figure was ‘‘much too low 
and unrealistic’ for developing ‘‘any 
rough piece of land. The amount should be 
unlimited,’ Marden said, ‘“‘not an ar- 
bitrary figure. 

“What about grading? What about 
building swimming pools?”’ he asked the 
planning board. ‘‘This doesn’t allow for 
proper grading for soil erosion, or for 
recreation.”’ 

The 50 cubic yards figure for mis- 
cellaneous removal ‘‘is not helpful to 
anybody,’’ Marden concluded, because it 
is such a small amount. (Kear described 
50 cubic yards as equal to ‘‘three big 
truckloads.’’)

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Although selectmen were ready last 
Wednesday to consider laying out several 
streets for acceptance at town meeting as 
-public ways, the streets were not ready. 

Due to what Director of Community 
Planning and Deveopment Rhys Kear call- 
ed ‘“‘legal problems and physical improve- 
ment deficiencies” with the streets, the 
selectmen delayed hearings on Buchan 
Road, Brady Loop and Monahan Lane until 
April 7. Hearings on Apple Blossom Road, 
Forest Hill Drive and Old Schoolhouse 
Road were delayed until April 14. 
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Several residents of Old Schoolhouse 
Road attended last-week’s hearing to pre- 
sent their views on that street acceptance. 

Charlie Sheehan of 3 Old Schoolhouse 
Road said that a drainage easement miss- 
ing from the street would be located in the 
middle of his driveway. However, he said 
that problem ‘‘could probably easily be 
solved.”’ 


Street Acceptance Action Delayed 


Sheehan added that he would like a steep 
embankment across from his house to be 
planted with a ground cover for soil con- 
servation. ‘‘I don’t want mulch because it 
would just wash away,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
grass would never be cut because it’s too 
steep there.”’ 

Lynda Ruma of 5 Old Schoolhouse Road 
agreed that the embankment needed a 
ground cover to prevent “horrendous 
mudslides.’ 

When selectman Susan Poore suggested 
that both a ground cover and mulch might 
be used, Sheehan said that would be “‘the 
best of both worlds.’’

The school building committee last 
week was relieved to learn it would be less 
expensive to renovate Memorial 
Auditorium than to build an addition onto 
the Doherty school, contrary to what they 
had believed a week earlier. 

A detailed cost comparison prepared by 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark showed 
that it would cost an estimated $1,725,790 
to use the Memorial wing as part of the 
converted Doherty school, while the addi- 
tion of new physical education facilities 


Finn Is ‘Roof Expert’ 


Joseph Finn, the school committee’s un- 
official ‘‘roofing expert,’’ has been given 
the job of presenting Article 28, on roof 
repairs for West Elementary, Shawsheen 
and Bancroft schools, to town meeting. 

Finn was the one who discovered the 
magnitude of the high school room 
problem when he first came on the com- 
mittee four years ago. 

Finn told his colleagues Tuesday night 
he was touring Andover High to become 
acquainted with the building, when he 
noticed all the buckets in the hallways, 
catching drips from the leaky roof. 

That problem cost the town $100,000. 

The warrant article for this town 
meeting proposes a taotal of $387,500 for 
roof repairs: $260,000 for West Elemen- 
tary, $65,000 for Shawsheen and $62,000 for 
Bancroft. 

The West and Shawsheen replacements 
are part of a five-year plan to improve in- 
ferior roofs throughout the system, and to 
repair those that are simply worn out by 
age. 

The project includes only half of West 
Elementary’s total roof area. The 
remainder will be attended to inthe next 
two to three years.

New Rec Lodge OK As Long

Recreation Park Lodge should be 
rebuilt, but only if the construction can be 
done by students of the Greater Lawrence 
Regional Vocational Technical High 
School, the selectmen voted unanimously 
last week. 

‘“‘We recommend approval of the article 
(warrant article 43) subject to the work 
being done by the vocational students,” 
said selectman Susan Poore. ‘‘Either they 
build it, or it will not be built,’’ she added. 
‘We are talking about big bucks.”’ 


Although the warrant article calls for 


$150,000 for the reconstruction of the 
lodge, Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
has said the vocational students could 
rebuild it for approximately $90,000. 


Clark said the school would provide the 
town with an estimate for the project 
before town meeting. 

However, the plan to use vocational 
students on the project could be forbidden 
by a new law, Clark told the selectmen. 

He explained that a bill restricting 
vocational students from competing with 
private construction firms is now pending 


before the state legislature. 

‘I would testify in opposition to that 
bill,’”’ said Clark. ‘‘Such projects provide a 
way for vocational students to get prac- 


tical experience, while representing no | 


significant competition for the private 
sector.’ 

He added that student construction pro- 
jects ‘‘create public good will for the tax 
dollars spent on the vocational school.” 

The selectmen voted three to one to op- 
pose the bill, with James Abramson op- 
posed and Norma Gammon absent. 


New Station ’Vale Alternative 


As an alternative to repairing the 
Ballardvale Community Center, the town 
manager last week asked the selectmen to

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So Near And Yet So Far 


Word from the state level this past week that in- 
terchanges on Route 93 into the Lowell Junction and 
West Andover industrial areas are in the top priority 
category is welcome news. 

What is not so welcome is the realization that it may 
be as much as another ten years before the access roads 
become a reality. 

At the top of the list is interchange improvements at 
the I-93 Route 128 junction in Woburn. 

Lowell Junction and West Andover are listed right 
behind. 

As for the Lowell Junction interchange, which would 
provide much needed relief for Ballardvale residents, 
one could suppose that if you’ve waited 20 years for 
some assistance, another ten won’t hurt. 

But, we don’t think that is the general feeling, nor 
should it be. 

Since we have obtained a priority position, the effort 
should now be made to move the projects from numbers 
two and three on the list to number one and two. 

For over two decades, there has been an effort to get 
an access road into Lowell Junction. It began with 
Route 93 construction, a time when with machinery on 
hand and a little planning, and engineering, an access 
road could have been paved into the already 
industrially-zoned area. 

But federal and state officials said at the time, there 
was no industry there, thus the road was not justified, 
disregarding completely the future potential of the 
area. 

Since that time, industrial growth in the junction has 
been nothing short of phenomenal, beginning with 
Gillette about 12 years ago, and subsequent develop- 
ment leaving little remaining acreage in the area. 

With that development Ballardvale residents have 
been burdened with heavy traffic over their residential 
streets, as cars and trucks proceed through the village 
to the industrial park. 

Constant efforts over the years have resulted in 
numerous studies, views, plans, promises, etc. 


This is as close to action as the town has come in the 
two decades of concern. 

But another ten years is too long to wait. 

We could have two new governors by that time. 

And, that is not a minor consideration, as recent 
history might attest. 

In 1978, a Lowell Junction interchange was in a top 
priority status with Governor Dukakis who was 
defeated by the present incumbent, Gov. King. 

Before King’s inauguration he came to the junction 
for groundbreaking ceremonies for a new industry, 
noting the need for an interchange in his remarks. That 
was in November. He heard local officials emphasize 
the need. 

In June of 1979, King addressed a chamber of com- 
merce dinner here and informed those in attendance 
that it was the first he had heard of such a need and 
would get on it first thing in the morning. 

That’s the type of handling which has accompanied 
this sorely needed access road for far too long. 

There have been, we think, a sufficient amount of 
studies done on the area, to determine need, even en- 
vironmental impact. 

The need, to use the old axiom, is as obvious as the 
nose on one’s face. 


It would therefor seem proper to continue to pressure 
state officials through whatever means necessary, to 
get this access road, in particular, into a top priority 
status. 

Assistance from the industries themselves would, of 
course, be welcome and may further emphasize the im- 
portance of such an access road. 

It might seem a bit provincial to insist that Andover 
be served first when it comes to building some access 
roads off Route 93. 


But, when the record is shown of how well the town 
has welcomed industrial growth in this Commonwealth 
in the past decade, then it seems only right that our 
needs be accommodated.

WASHINGTON -- Secret 
reports on the condition of 
the American hostages in 
Iran offer a grim account of 
mistreatment and psycho- 
logical torture. Some of the 
details were made public 
two weeks ago before the 
International Court at The 
Hague. 

The U.S. government 
charged that the hostages 
had been interrogated at gun 
point, that they had been 
blindfolded and bound for 
periods and that they had 
been psychologically abused. 

The charges are based on 
information from the 13 
blacks and women who were 
released last November. But 
at least one of the former 
hostages disagrees with this 
harsh assessment, and he 
has expressed his opinion in 
a startling letter to his for- 
mer captors. 

We have promised not to 
reveal this ex-hostage’s 
name because he doesn’t 
want any publicity. But we 
can reveal what he wrote to 
his Iranian captors. He 
thanked them for their 
humane treatment and 
thoughtfulness while he was 
in captivity. He coupled this 
with an appeal for similar 
treatment for the remaining 
50 American hostages. 

But he warned his former 
captors that world opinion is 
turning against them 
because of their refusal to 
let the United Nations com- 
mission see the hostages 
earlier this month. He 
encouraged the captors to 
expedite the release of the

Americans. Otherwise, he 
suggested, they might lose 
any advantage they may 
have gained from focusing 
world opinion on the shah’s 
misrule.

classes would use the choral room, he 
said. 

“The present band and choral rooms are 
the only rooms with pianos in the school,”’ 
King told the committee. Scheduling the 
rooms with classes and studies around the 
clock without adding replacement rooms, 
as Cole had earlier suggested, would pre- 
vent shows from every rehearsing there, 
King said. 

The theatre arts program, music 
programs, and speech and drama classes 
could all be held in the proposed theatre 
crafts area, King said. ‘‘It would also be in 
constant use by students working on 
scenery, floats and art projects,’’ he add- 
ed. 

When Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
asked why the proposed theatre crafts 
area was ‘so large,’’ King answered that 
it would be ‘smaller than the boiler room 
is at West, where we work on scenery and 
props now. 

“They keep trying to kick us out of 
there,’’ he said, ‘‘and we keep saying, fine 
— where do we go?”’ 

King called the plans for two large 
group rooms ‘‘conservative,’’ noting that 
‘“‘some schools have one large group room 
for every one or two departments.”’ 

Pointing to the auditorium itself, King 
said it would be used “‘for all the full- 
school programs we don’t do now, because 
we can’t.” 

These programs would include general 
assemblies to present drama and music 
groups, guidance counseling sessions for 
entire classes, orientation meetings, lec- 
tures by college representatives, class 
meetings and pep rallies, said King.

Other items with major increases over 
which the school committee and ad- 
ministration have little control, are Blue 
Cross/Blue Sheild, $375,000, up $80,000; 
and programs with other systems, $183,- 
000, up $67,000. 

Seifert said that the school portion of the 
tax rate was up only 29 cents last year, 
though this year’s figure won’t be known 
until after town meeting. 


He said Andover’s per pupil expen- 
ditures remain ‘‘in the middle,’’ of the 
state, though he anticipates the town will 
be slightly above the middle when 1978-79 
figures are released. Andover’s per pupil 
average for 1977-78 was $1594, compared 
to the statewide average of $1598. 


The school committee made a few ex- 
pense cuts Tuesday, including $16,000 from 
the transportation account. School Chair- 
man Elaine Viehmann said she felt they 
could cut one regular bus, but did not want 
to see the late bus dropped. 


They also cut $17,000 from the phys ed 
and athletics budget.

The new site is roughly bounded by 
Route 93, River Road and Chandler Road. 

If Wang exercises its option on the 
property and anticipated further develop- 
ment in the Tech Park area comes to frui- 
tion, it will leave only the Landover 
property available for major industrial 
development in Andover. 

The computer firm acquisition will pret- 
ty much occupy the southeast quadrant of 
Tech Park. Digital, which recently ac- 
quired the Polaroid building in the 
northwest quadrant, is still interested in 
the remaining industrial acreage in that 
section extending down to the banks of the 
Merrimack river. 

Lowell Junction industrial area is now 
pretty fully developed with only small 
parcels remaining. 

With regard to the Lowell Junction area, 
IDFA Chairman Spiegal and Town Clerk 
Elden R. Salter will be in Boston on Fri- 
day signing $875,000 in industrial revenue 
bonds for Harris Environment Systems, 
which is building a new plant there and 
moving its operations from Woburn.
